SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires the Department of Education (DOE), in consultation
with the Department of Health (DOH), to study the feasibility of requiring a student to undergo
an electrocardiogram test before the student may participate in athletics sponsored or sanctioned
by the student’s school or LEA. Requires DOE to report the findings and recommendations
from the study to the Chairs of the Education Committees of the Senate and the House of
Representatives by January 1, 2020.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

NOT SIGNIFICANT

Assumptions:

e The Office of Coordinated School Health within DOE can comply with the proposed
legislation using existing resources without a significant increase in state expenditures.

e DOE and DOH will be able to amend their policies in accordance with the provisions of
this legislation during the normal course of business; therefore, any fiscal impact is
estimated to be not significant.

o No significant impact to state or local operations.
